The checks will be sent out in a 
separate mailing from 248 paying 
postoffices to those veterans who re- 
turn their bonds to their local post- 
offices and have them certified by 
workers. 

Most veterans received small checks, 
each for less than $50, in their pack- 
ets today. With his allotment of 
bonds—each worth $50—the veteran 
was sent a check to make up the 
difference between the highest $50 
unit and the total due him on his 
adjusted service certificate, 

Certification Task. 

In metropolitan centers, where the 
bond packets were delivered to vet- 
erans today, arrangements were made 
for certifying bonds tomorrow. Checks 
probably will go into the mail Wed- 
nesday. The bonus checks, like the 
original packets, will be delivered only 
to the veteran himself, officials said, 
to avoid the possibility of erroneous 


delivery.

PARIS, June 15.—(4)—A _ drive 
in two directions against “enemies 
of the regime” was begun tonight by 
the new leftist French government, 
determined not to allow an ebbing 


strike movement get out of hand, 

Police raided offices of a newspa- 
per allegedly owned by Leon Trotsky, 
exiled soviet leader. The government 
charges the paper attempted to turn 
the strike movement into a _ revolu- 
tion. 

Indictments against followers of the 
bolshevik were drafted by a public 
prosecutor. 

Minister of the Interior Roger Nal- 
engro, after drafting decrees aimed at 
“seditious organizations,” announced 
he would ask President Albert Lebrun 
to sign them at once. 

Through this step, the government 
will strike both at the rightist Croix 
De Feu, semi-fascist organization of 
World War veterans, and extreme 
leftists, if necessary. 

Labor conditions were said to be 
nearing normal again after 21 days 
of the walkout.

WIFE SAYS HUSBAND 
COMMITTED SUICIDE 


Hames Bolton, F dcmnecly of 
Atlanta, Found Killed; 
Spouse Held. 


CHICAGO, June 15.—(#)—Mrs. 
Mildred Bolton, 35, who was alone 
with her estranged husband, Hames 
W. Bolton Jr., when he was shot 
five times and killed today, was in 
custody tonight while police investi- 
rg her story that he committed sui- 
cide. 

The shooting occurred in Bolton’s 
tenth floor insurance office, where 
police said a wild struggle appeared 
to have taken place. lood stained 
the disarranged furniture, a crushed 
straw hat lay on the floor. 

Bolton, who was 39, managed to 
reach the corridor of the office build- 
ing after he was shot, but he died 
soon afterwards in a physician’s of- 
fice without making a statement. 

His wife insisted he had turned the 
gun on himself. She said she fought 
to take it away from him, succeeding 
only after he had become weakened 
from his wounds. The pistol was in 
her hand, several witnesses said, when 
they were attracted to the office by 
the shots. 

Police said they learned from Ar- 
thur L. Ladd, a friend of Bolton, 
that two years ago Mrs. Bolton slasb- 
ed her husband’s wrists with a razor 
during an argument in his office. Ladd 
told police a similar attack was made 
about six months ago and that fol- 
lowing it Bolton obtained an injune- 
tion restraining his wife from molest- 
ing him. 

In the files of superior court in 
vestigators found a divorce suit filed 
by Bolton, in which the razor attack 
was alleged and a charge made that 
his wife “‘threatened his life several 
times.” The suit stated the Boltons 
were married in Bessemer, Ala. 

Ladd said the couple came here 
from Atlanta, Ga., in 1928. 

At police headquarters Mrs. Bolton 
broke down and wept, threatening to 
end her life, but persisting in her 
statement that-she was not tg blame 
for her husband’s death. At firat-she 
said her first name was Mary and 
that she had worked as a newspaper 
reporter in Baltimore, where she said 
she was born.

The éxtent to which Georgia 
counties which refuse to take ad- 
vantage of the Ellis health law are 
paying for their short-sightedness is 
forcefully revealed in comparative 
Statistics on health conditions in 
health-officer and nonhealth-officer 
counties issued by Dr. T. F. Amer- 
crombie, director of the State De- 
partment of Health. 

In the nonhealth-officer counties 
the death rate from epidemic dis- 
eases is 41.4 higher for the past 
five-year period than in the coun- 
ties which have adopted the Ellis 
health law program. Their death 
rate from typhoid fever alone is 43 
per cent higher. The average age 
of death was two years higher in 
the counties operating under the 
Ellis health law. 

Despite the concrete evidences of 
ithe benefits from the adoption of 
the state health law, only 30 out of 
the 159 counties in the state have 
done so. A total of 47 county 
grand juries have recommended its 
‘adoption, such action by two suc- 
‘cessive grand juries being necessary 
for adoption, but of this number 
17 counties have yet to put on a 
health officer to watch health con- 
ditions and aid in fighting epi- 
demics. 

All of the large counties in the 
state, with the exception of Fulton, 
have adopted the health law, but

In France. 

PARIS, France.—M. Leon Blum, 
the new premier of France, who came 
to power through the victory’of the 
leftiest forces at the’ polls a month 
ago, is already putting on the brakes.. 
There will be no levy on capital in 
France. There will be no nationali- 
zation of the banks. There will be 
no nationalization of the armament 
industry. At the same time he gets 
under pressure from the side of the 
trade unions and the communists 
who insist that he keep his election 
promises and carry out these very 
measures without a moment's delay. 
Them there is the question of dissulv- 
ing the fascist leagues, There is no 
question but. that had the fascists 
been victorious, they would not hesi- 
tate an hour to dissolve the half doz- 
en socialist parties in France, as Hit- 
ler and Mussolini did in Germany and 
Italy. But M. Blum is hesitating. He 
fears riots and upheavals. He wants 
to bring about an atmosphere of 
trangility, quiet and confidence. He 
wants to frighten nobody, but work 
out an economic program that 
shall assure a wider measure of 
well-being to all. He is quite right, 
in his opinion that if

The old story that M. Blum 
is just the agent of some mysterious, 
sinister Jewish world-committee, 
which has its directors both in Wall 
street and the Kremlin, is trotted out 
for the first time in France. It has 
worked wonders in Germany and the 
fascists apparently hope that it, will 
do wonders in France. You see, when 
you tell people that the Jews are 
to blame, you divert their attention 
from the real causes of their poverty 
or unemployment, It is, as August 
Babel once eaid, the socialism of 
damned fools. But then, Barnum said 
that a sucker is born every minute, 
and Barnum did not confine his ob- 
servation to America. 

The communists and trade union- 
ists are growing more critical of M. 
Blum every day because he has hith- 
erto failed to make the slightest ref- 
erence to the soviet union: It is sus- 
pected that M. Blum thinks the Mos- 
cow government a little too militar- 
istic. He favors a policy of reconcil- 
iation with Germany. He has said 
that he will not permit France to 
become a central propaganda office 
against Germany and Italy. This 
statement has made the left furious 
And so, the left has appointed a com- 
missariat of action, composed of lead- 
ing trade union members, who are to 
keep the aspirations of the working- 
masses before the government every 
hour of the day. The fascists call this 
commissariat a camouflaged soviet. 

M. Blum is also anxious to finish 
with the Ethiopian squabble. He 
wants Museolini’s assistance in Fu- 
rope, something which the Ducq re- 
fuses so long as sanctions remain in 
force against Italy. M. Blum is a 
realist. He knows that France is not 
strong enough to deal with Germany 
alone. He is willing to pass the 
sponge over the Ethiopian crime. But 
here again. he is arousing bitter opno- 
sition. The man has a hard task be- 
fore him. Not the least of which is to 
bring some order in the French finan- 


cial. situation.

HOLLYWOOD, June 15.—An ex- 
cited hick, on his first visit to. the 
big city, shouted.

In the next picture, “The Spy,’ 
written, directed and. produced by 
Lang, the actor portraying the titie 
role copied the villager’s method of 
getting in contact with the enemy:

_ It is-a curious fact that, in some 
individuals at least, a few good doses 
of iodin or iodides will produce mock 
coryza, which, indeed, is a symptom 
of iodism or too much iodin; while 
in others, minute doses of iodin in- 
ternally or even a sniff at the iodin 
bottle every ten minutes for an hour 
or so, will quickly relieve moék coryza.

EVEREST iBHOED 


Too Much Snow for Hardy 
Englishmen; ‘We Haven't 
Had A. Chance.’ 


By HUGH RUTTLEDGE. 
Leader, 1936 British Mt. Everest 


CAMP NO. 1, MT. EVEREST, 
Tibet, June 15.—(By Wireless via 
Caleutta.)\—With Mt. Everest buried 
under a deep snow, further effort this 
year to-reach its unscaled summit 
must be abandoned. As a result, our 
expedition must now st as fur- 
ther effort would be useless. 

We had agreed as a last effort to 
ascend the main Rongbuk glacier to 
prospect the west side of the North 
Col after the usual route had been 
closed to us by monsoon snows and 
avalanches. On Wednesday, seven 
climbers ascended the icefall, but 
clouds at that time prevented an 
examination of the upper slopes. By 
this time. the monsoon was -s0 severe 
and the snow on Mt. Everest so deep 
that it was painfully obvious that the 
mountain could not be climbed this 
year. 

Yesterday. during a temporary ltull, 
F. S. Smythe and Wyn Harris took a 
light camp to a point just out of 
reach of the avalanches that were con- 
stantly pouring off the north peak. 
A rush of air from one avalanche 
nearly blew the tent down during the 
night. This morning they obtained a 
clear view of the slopes to the crest, 
although the snow was too dangerous 
to make an ascent.

‘In her early 
prison days she had been an om- 
nivorous reader, but in later years 
she employed herself almost entirely 
in making beautiful lace, which she 
wore. For a very long period before 
her death her only visitor had been 
her attorney, who saw her about ‘twice 
in a decade. 

It has been said that in one: un- 
garded moment she claimed royal 
blood, and that in another she men- 
tioned having a son who was a well- 
known officer in the British army. 
Her attorney was alleged to have ad- 
mitted that for his services in her 
case he as well paid by influential 
personages, whose identities he re- 
fused to reveal.

Atlanta Boys Sail Today on Trip 
On Homemade $50 Motor Cruiser 


By LOUIE D. NEWTON. 

Again the sea is calling—calling 
to the stout hearts of adventure 
amongst us—and four young Atlan- 
tans have heard the call and will 
launch the good ship Helen on the 
muddy waters of the Ocmulgee ‘river 
at Macon this morning, turning her 
prow toward the tides of Darien. 
These young men, just out of high 
school, are Horace Baker Jr., Stead- 
man Burgess Jr., Billie Burtchael 
and Howard Trimpi. 

Months ago these young gentlemen 
got the notion in their heads to build 
a boat and take a trip through the 
inland water route to Ocala, Fla. 
The idea of building their own boat 
was as intriguing to their pioneering 
spirits as the trip itself. They start- 
ed out studying boats. Each of them 
having passed through the stages of 
training in scouting, they were sqme- 
what familiar with local water craft. 

Total Cost $50. 

When they had got a plan pretty 

well in mind for the boat they set to 


-|work on their blueprints, figuring out 


in minutest detail every requirement 
for its building, material and labor. 
They ordered their lumber, hardware, 
metal sheeting and tubing, canvas, 
roofing, electrical supplies, ete., and 
the total cost of all material was ap- 
proximately $25. They shopped around 
several months trying to buy a motor 
and at last found one that they could 
rebuild at a total cost of $25. Not 
counting their labor, they estimate 
that the Helen is ready to start on 
her maiden journey at a total outlay 
of around $50. 

They took the boat down to Jack- 
son some days ago and tested her out 
for seaworthiness. She carried five 
passengers without a bobble, drawing 


only about 5 inches of water. They 
brought her back to Atlanta for the 
finishing touches and will launch her 
at Macon some time today. She is 
duly registered with the United States 
government as meeting all the require- 
ments in lighting and signaling for in- 
land water traffic. 
Four Sleeping Berths. 


The Helen is equipped with four 
sleeping berths, ample space for sup- 
plies, a refrigerator, a built-in radio, 
electric and gasoline lights, three 
tanks for fuel, a fore and aft deck and 
a center aisle making possible a sort 
of salon for the party when they tie 
up for the evening. The boat is 
painted white with black trim. 
motor is 14 h. p., ample for still wa- 
ter or river current upstream. 

The route of this cruise is the Oc- 
mulgee river to Darien, thence through 
the inland water route along’ the 
coast to the St. Johns river to the 
Ochlawaha river and to Silver river to 
Silver Springs at Ocala. Returning 
via Silver river and Ocklawaha river 
to Lake Griffin, Dead river and Lake 
Harris to Leesburg, Fla. The trip 
will require five weeks. 

“They that go down to the sea in 
ships, that do business in great wa- 
ters,” these, we are told in the Bible, 
shall see the wonders of the Lord. I 
wish I could make this trip with 
these boys. It sounds like the old 
days of genuine romance. Think of 
eating and sleeping five weeks on the 
water, catching fish as you need them, 
listening to the owls as you sleep 
along the banks of these rivers and 
lakes, enjoying the winds that sweep 
up from the sea and the aroma of a 
thousand wild flowers.
